Entkkic  Fk\1'R. — During  the  years  1906  and  1907  we  had 
no  cases;  this  year  we  have  had  2.  'I'he  first,  an  adult  male, 
occurred  at  a house  in  the  North  Lane  Brickyard,  Dringhouses, 
in  July.  On  examination  I found  the  house  and  premises  in  a 
healthy  and  sanitary  condition.  On  testing  the  drinking  water, 
which  is  obtained  from  a well,  I discovered  it  contained  sewage. 
The  well  was  thoroughly  ('leaned  out  and  repaired,  and  later  the 
water  will  be  tested  again. 

'I'he  second  case  occurred  at  a farm-house  on  Dringhouses 
Moor.  Mere  I was  unable  to  trace  the  origin  of  the  disease; 
the  premises  and  drainage  were  free  from  sanitary  defects,  and 
the  water  was  obtained  from  the  York  water  supply.  Both 
jjatients  made  a good  recovery.  'I'he  houses,  bedding,  etc.,  were 
thoroughly  stoved  and  disinfected. 

Scarlet  Fi;\'kk. — i case.  I'his  occurred  at  Bishc^pthorpe, 
and  was  an  imported  one  from  .Milnes  Bridge.  \Ve  were 
fortunate,  by  means  of  early  isolation  into  the  .Vcomb  Fever 
Hospital,  to  cut  short  what  might  have  been  a serious  epidemic. 
The  patient  had  been  admitted  into  a house  containing  four 
children,  all  of  whom  were  attending  the  village  school.  Apart 
from  this  case  we  had  no  lurther  Scarlet  h'ever  during  the  year. 
'This  is  highly  satisfactory  considering  the  severe  epidemic  we 
had  in  1907,  when  there  were  17  cases. 

DiiTmiEKiA. — 4 cases  as  against  9 in  1907.  I hree  occurred 
in  a house  on  Dringhouses  Moor,  one  of  which  proved  fatal  after 
being  removed  to  the  .\comb  Fever  Hospital.  The  house  and 
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drains  I lound  on  examination  to  be  satisfactory.  J'he  Dring- 
hoLises  Beck,  a fev\'  yards  away,  however,  was  verv  offensive, 
and  was  being  greatly  ('omplained  of  by  the  inhal^itants  in  the 
neighbourhood.  Steps  were  taken  by  the  Council  to  temporarily 
abate  the  nuisance,  and  shortly,  1 hope,  to  prevent  its  recurrence 

drain  whi('h  pours  sewage  into  the  beck  will  be  extended 
into  the  Dringhouses  sewerage  system. 

'I'he  loLirth  case  occurred  in  the  North  Lane,  Dringhouses, 
and  w^as  an  imported  one.  'I'he  patient  was  at  once  removed 
to  the  .\comb  Fever  Hospital. 

Creat  care  is  alwa}'s  taken  on  the  outbreak  of  notifiable 
infectious  disease  to  get  early  and  eflicient  isolation,  and  the 
houses,  clothing,  etc.,  are  thoroughly  sto\ed  and  disinfected. 
By  these  means  the  spread  of  infe('tious  disease  is  cut  short. 

.\part  from  the  imported  case  of  Scarlet  h'ever  at  Bishop- 
thorpe,  it  will  be  seen  that  Dringhouses  is  the  only  village  in 
w'hich  inlectious  disease,  coming  under  the  Notification  of 
Infectious  Diseases  Act,  has  originated — Copmanthorpe,  .\caster 
.Malbis,  Middlethorpe,  and  .A.skham  Richard,  ha\e  been  entireh" 
free. 


PUBLIC  SCAVENGING. 

I his  is  the  only  satisfactory  means  of  knowing  that  privies 
and  ashpits  are  being  properly  kept  in  a sanitary  condition.  'I'oo 
often  these  places  become  neglected  and  are  hotbeds  of  disease, 
especially  in  the  summer  months.  Flies  multiplv  there  in 
thousands,  and,  as  you  are  aware,  these  pests  are  known  to  be 
active  earners  ot  disease.  I hope  the  Council  will  see  the  wisdom 
ol  adopting  Public  Scavenging  in  their  District.

The  1,000  handbills  distributed  in  the  District  bearing  on 
this  subject  should  be  a means  of  helping  to  check  the  growth  of 
this  distressing  disease.  .Any  house  where  death  has  occurred 
from  Phthisis  is  fumigated  and  disinfected  by  the  Inspector. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  .ACT. 

'The  two  factories  in  the  District  receive  systematic  attention, 
and  are  in  good  condition. 

REARING  OF  INFANTS. 

The  extremely  useful  pamphlet  issued  by  Dr.  Kaye  on  this 
subject  and  distributed  to  the  mothers  in  the  District  should  be 
of  great  \alue  in  helping  us  to  lower  the  Infantile  Mortality 
rate.  It  is  pleasing  to  see  such  a reduction  this  year — 96  per 
1,000  compared  with  the  182  the  previous  year. 

THE  NEW  EDUCATION  ACT 
(re  Medical  Examination  of  School  Children,  etc.), 

should  be  of  advantage  in  helping  to  improve  the  health  and 
general  condition  of  the  school  children.
